The Stand Point Alters the View. 

Read at Commence:: ^Lil- 

lian 31. Seymou/I", of Ml. Carroll, Illinois, June 
13, 1- 

Omniscience belongs to God alone. To the 
eye of the Almighty, the future is as the pa 
the present au open book, and goodness and mer- 
cy are inscribed on every page. We know not if 
angels' vision can pierce the darkness of to-mor- 
row, aud read the record of futurity. We are 
conscious that man lives but for the moment; 
with him it is always to day, for the veil of sense 
is drawn thickly before his eyes. 

" He knows not anything ; 
He can but trust that food shall fall 
At last — far off — at last, to all, 
And every winter change to spring." 

Great changes do not come suddenly. There 
are prophetic voices, vague forebodings, which 
terrify the mind. Minor evils, near at hand, often 
hide the greater good, and only succeeding gener- 
ations can clearly perceive the beneficent plan, 
which sometimes permits them, for the sake of 
eradicating greater ones. The desolation of a 
volcanic eruption, or an earthquake, is of com- 
paratively short duration, while the resulting ben- 
efits, vast and varied, are enjoyed in all later ages. 
The tyrannical Julius Ciesar was permitted to give 
a mighty empire to the Roman people. Urged by 
ambition, he conquered the savage Britons, not- 
withstanding their fierce resistance, and although 
actuated by selfish motives only, the conquerors 
greatly improved the condition of the people, by 
introducing the arts of civilization, and soon 
Christianity added her powerful influence to ben- 
efit the descendants-of the ancient Britons. 

Our language, too, has had its period of dark- 
ness. " For nearly a century after the Norman 
conquest, English literature may be said to have 
ceased ^altogether. A fore ign king and aristoc- 
racy, an alien language and literature, ruled in 
the land. The old speech was no longer in the 
halls of the great, and lived only on the lips of the 
people." Could we lor a moment imagine our- 
selves deprived of our native tongue, a foreign 
ruler at the head of the nation, an alien speech 
resounding in the halls of legislation, and taught 
in the schools, we might, perhaps, form a dim 
conception of the feelings of the Saxons, when 
their seemingly great evil was thrust upon them. 
At the begiuuing of the twelfth century, when the 
old speech again rose to the surface, a great 
change had taken place; the complicated net- 
Work of inflictions had been shaken off ; greater 
amplitude of expression had been acquired, by the 
unhesitating adoption of words from all sources, 
and we know that it is because of that lo: 
silence, that our own tongue is the richest, most 
copious language of the world. 

The tyranny of the evil that depraved John, by 
the blessing of Providence, became the source of 
the greatest benefits to posterity ; fcr his intolera- 
ble oppressions drove the barons in' 
and procured them the Magna Charta, the famous 
bulwark of English liberty ; and Runnymede's 
beautiful plain is hallowed as this spot w: 
standard of freedom was first er. .gland. 

When the great reformation dawned, a m 
worthy instrument was chosen to accelerate its 



progress. Henry the Eighth embraced the new 
faith, as it better enabled him to carry out his 
evil designs. Cruelty and injustice he thought 
necessary to advance the cause of the meek and 
lowly Jesus — a sword must gaiu the kingdom of 
the Prince of Peace. 

Many centuries ago, in a fur European country, 
an adventurer studied aud matured his plans, and 
one fair day, with a heart beating with high hopes, 
from the coast of Spain, under royal favor, he put 
those plans to a practical test. Down the blue 
rippling waves, out into the unknowu ocean, over 
the broad expanse of waters, he sailed. Week 
after week passed ; still with its cargo of sad, 
anxious hearts, the ship sped onward — whither, 
they knew not. To' the north, to the south, to 
the east, to the west, far as eye could reach, the 
same desolate view met the sight. Only the waves 
rising and falling, reflecting the glare of the noon- 
day sun, or at night the " breeze ridden ripples" 
glimmered and shone, as the glancing moonbeams 
danced lightly over them, or the phosphorescent 
light followed in the vessels' wake. Had his cal- 
culations been wrong ? Was he doomed to failure ? 
Eagerly, but silently, he watched aud waited, aud 
one bright day, just as Hope was unfolding her 
wings to take her flight, the cry arose, " Land is 
near," and kneeling amidst his followers, Colum- 
bus kissed America's newly discovered soil, and 
gave thanks to the God who had guided him safely 
across the trackless waste of ocean. 

Years rolled on ; the land so joyously hailed, 
centuries ago, by that half despairing man, then 
one unbroken wilderness, rapidly grew into a rich 
and flourishing csuntry. Across the broad At- 
lantic, men an 1 women, driven from their loved 
eastern homes, by poverty or oppression, sought 
refuge in a wild, unknown laud.

of peace" folded bor white wiugs over the Ameri- 
can nation. As if by magic, the wilderness had 
been made to bud and blossom as the rose. Lit- 
erature, Science, and Art, made theirhomeiu this 
favored land. All over her broad surface, fair 
cities reared their stately domes, and in all the 
arts of civilization, she occupied a prominent 
place among her sister nations. 

But deadly evil had entered. Small aud un- 
heeded at first, it gradually increased, till in its 
gigantic strength it thrcateued destruction and 
ruin to the nation. The Governmeut or the evil 
must perish ; which should it be ? 

Once, after the merry harvest time, as the for- 
ests and meadows were tinged with bright autum 
nal tints, from the far sunny south came creeping 
up a terrible strangely familiar sound. It fell up- 
on the shrinking ear, sending the blood in quick, 
frightened leaps from cheek aud lip, blanching 
them with fear. Like the first low murmuring of 
the distant tempost, it rapidly grew louder, and 
soon the storm, in all its fury, burst upon us. — 
Again was heard the voice of mourning. Again 
arose the sorrowing wails of widows and orphaus. 
Again the blood of the noble, brave, and good, 
flowed over battle-fields like mighty rivers. 

When the conflict was over, many a vacant chair 
stood idly waiting in the old familiar place ; many 
a heart was sad and desolate ; but the great evil 
was crushed forever, and the nation emerged purer 
and nobler, from the fiery trials through which 
she had passed. 

Thus from refining fires have nations come forth 
purified, prepared to work out God's great plan. 
May we not hope that so it shall be with the sad 
land of France? that oppression and infidelity 
shall give place to freedom and faith — that she 
may arise not only France la belle, but France 
la bonne. 

Individual lives are also moulded by seeming 
evil. The struggle with misfortune has developed 
strength in many ways equally fortunate and un- 
expected. Iu the early part of the present cen- 
tury, a new star of unusmil briliancy appeared in 
the literary firmament. The admiring world has- 
tened to do homage to his wonderful genius. Hon- 
ored and loved abroad, possessed of a happy home, 
surrounded by all the luxuries that wealth could 
bestow — surely his " lines were cast in pleasant 
place?." The great object of his life was to trans- 
form his modest cottage of AbboUford into a man- 
sion of lime and stone — a baronial residence, 
crowded with the most rare objects of medieval 
antiquity. But the failure of the firm in which 
he speculated largely, laid him under a heavy 
debt, and ruined his hopes. Too honorable to 
take refuge under the bankrupt law; with a sad 
heart, but an indomitable purpose, he devoted his 
time and vigorous genius to those inimitable wri- 
tings, many of which, ui.der other circumstances, 
would doubtless never have been given to the 
world, and the realm of letters is rooch richer for 
the shadow that falls over Wal: life.

The lives of Goldsmi-.b, Thomson, Johnson,

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with poverty. The genius of Poe flashed oat at 
different inrervals to astonish the world, only as 
necessity obliged him to exercise his brilliant 
power. Had wealth been the portion of all these 
gifted men, many of whom possessed indolent 
natures, their talents would have lain dormant; 
their names would have been unknown lo the 
world, which would have been no better for their 
having lived. 

" Into each life some rain must fall, 
Some days must be dark and drearv." 

In happy youth we read these lines with a vague, 
half incredulous feeling, little dreaming how real 
they may prove in after years. Over many benrts 
the black clouds gather, the rain dashes down, 
furce blasts sweep by, crushing the tender bios- 
aoms of our hopes and desires, nourished so care 
fully byour selfish fears.nprooting cherished plans, 
leaving them to wither and perish. When the 
shadows lie heavy and dense, the cold grey shad- 
ows, and the rain falls wearily, and the wind moans 
and sighs, and the thoughts still cling to the 
mouldering past, and the lone heart wails " It 
might have been," — when the kaleidoscope of 
memory turns and turns, and former brightness 
shines out in dreary contrast to the present glow, 
and life seems desolate, and its burden greater 
than can bs borne, — can we realize then that be 
hind the clouds the sun is still shining? Hur>- 
pily wo may always seek for good in things evil. 
Men who suddenly fall fr»m apparent success, of- 
ten find themselves in a position where the truest 
and noblest qualities are compelled into action. 
For the Lord alone knows the evils that are in the 
heart of man, and He leads him into just such 
situations as will develop those evils to his outer 
consciousness, that he may put them off, and turn 
to the Lord. 

Ba not despondent, sad heart, nor sink, faint- 
ing by the wayside, when the blue sky is overcast, 
and the darkness gathers — the evils are only ap- 
parent, — the great good they are designed to ac- 
complish, lies beyond, like the sun hidden behind 
the dark clouds, fjr the dews of blessings heaviest 
fall where care falls too. If you are brave, and 
true, and faithful, the evil that now hides the real 
purpose shall one day be lifted. You shall see 
with clear vision, that all your path has been 
lighted with love divine, as you stand mid the an- 
gelic throng, high on the battlements of Heaven.

This Institution was Incorporated by Legislative Enactment, A. D. 1852. 

In May, 1853, a school was first opened uuder the Charter by Miss Frances A. Wood (now Mrs. Shiner) arid Miss C. M. Gregory. The 
first Term opened with eleven pupils, and closed with forty. Since that time the number in attendance and the prosperity of the Institution have 
been constantly increasing, until it has obtained a position truly enviable, and second to no similar one in the West. 

For twelve years both ladies and gentlemen were received as students. The building became so crowded, and the demand for rooms so 
great, it was impossible to accommodate all ; hence it was decided best to refuse gentleman, and receive. laiies only. Still, more room was 
needed, and in 18G6— "«>7, the Principals made a second addition to the original building, hoping to again be able to accommodate all who might 
wish to come. In this they were disappointed, as most of the rooms were in demand for ladies as soon as completed, and no room for gentlemen 
students. Thus it continue* a LatKt i .-vminary. 

The last addition has not only largely increased the accommodations, but with tln> changes in the original building, the character of the 
accommodations is greatly improved, the rooms for students being much larger and more convenient. 

The institution has a delightful site, containing twenty-four acres, located in the city of Mount Carroll, Carroll County, Illinois, ten miles 
from the Mississippi River. The Western Union Railroad passes through the place, opening direct communication East, via Freeport to 
Chicago, and West, via Savanna, the Dearest point on the Mississippi River, to all points North or South, thus making the place easy of access.
